to studying its political and social in- 
stitutions and its customs and life. 
They are coming also with the desire of 
knowing better their brethren of the 
American press, just as they came to 
know during the last decade successive- 
ly their brethren of the French, the 
Italian. Scandinavian, Hungarian, Por- 
tuguese, Belgian, Dutch and Swiss 
press wherever they assembled at one 
of those universal press congresses of 
Rome, Paris, Budapest Stockholm, Lis- 
bon, Antwerp and other great Euro- 
pean cities. 


The governing body of the interna- 


tional press congress is the central bu- 
reau of the World's Press associations, 
the headquarters of which are at Paris 
and which comprise nearly 15,000 
working and prominent journalists in 
France, England, Germany, Italy, Hol- 
land, Argentine Republic, Spain, Portu- 
gal, Switzerland, the United States, 
Austria-Hungary and other countries. 
Only now for the first time these for- 
eign press representatives intend cross- 
ing the ocean, modern argonauts in 
search of the golden fleece of interna- 
tional peace and concord in every part 
of the world. 


Hitherto wherever a great exposition 


has been organized its authorities were 
anxious to have this jjj^ss congress 
(called annually by the cviftral bureau) 
meet in the very heart of such interna- 
tional enterprise. Thus the recent in- 
ternational expositions of Bordeaux, 
Antwerp, Brussels, Hamburg, Buda- 
pest, Stockholm aud Paris attracted 
these press conventions, and it was 
quite natural that St Louis should fol- 
low their example, although for vari- 
ous reasons this ninth congress was 
called to meet here in 1903, half a year 
before the Louisiana Purchase exposi- 
tion opens Its gates. However, the 
foreign delegates to the St Louis con- 
gress will lind in September all the 
large palaces complete, 
j 


The president of the central bureau 


of the World's Press associations, who 
will doubtless preside at the coming 
<-ongress. is William Singer, editor in 
chief of tbe Vienna daily Xcues Wiener 
Tagblatt, who was elected the first 
president of the bureau and has al- 
ways been re-elected. He possesses a 
strong and magnetic personality and 
commands the confidence of his col- 
leagues in all countries. l>eing perfectly 
independent himself in his position as 
ihe sole director of a greet, progressive 
and Hlwral Austrian daily journal. The 
secretary general of the bureau, who it 
is expected wHJ be here, is Victor Tan- 
nay of Paris, former editor of the Ga- 
zette de Prance, the oldest French 
newspaper, and now one of tbe editors 
of La Vcritc, He is one of the most 
popular journalists of Europe, known 
and bflov*^ ia every country- 


The visiting journalists will no doubt 


meet with most hearty welcom" in the 
United States, and their deliberations 
at the liberal arts palace of the world's 
fair will »ot fail to awaken a penerai 
public interest both in tbis country 
and in tbe old world.

JUDGE DAY IN COLLEGE 


Stories About His Career at 


Michigan University. 


TBAITS OF DISPOSITION SHOWN. 


>Io*t Prominent Characteristic ot 


the Former Secretary of State W«» 
HI* Self PoUe lu Matters of Opin- 
ion—A u Alleged Instance of His 
Manner of Procuring Information. 
Reminiscences of Judge William R. 


Day's career in college are in course of 
revival now that his name lias beeu 
brought ouce more into prominence, 
says the special correspondent of the 
New York Post at Washington. He is 
a graduate of Michigan university and 
while there lived for a time in the fami- 
ly ot" Judge Cooley, afterward the dis- 
tinguished chairman of the interstate 
commerce commission. Day was then, 
as now, spare of stature and not par- 
ticularly robust looking, but wiry and 
of strong vitality, with a fair taste for 
out of door sports, especially running 
and jumping, and not a bad ball play- 
er. His most conspicuous characteris- 
tic was Iris self poise in matters of 
opinion. There was nothing aggressive 
or bumptious about him, but a judg- 
ment once formed was sufficient for 
him till some one could bring him a 
first rate reason for changing it, and it 
made no visible difference to him 
whether 
his 
companions 
generally 


shared it or not. He was very studi- 
ous, though not belonging in the "grub" 
category, and his quiet, uneffusive 
manner and his almost shy way of re- 
tiring within himself when he pre- 
ferred reflection to conversation were 
a bar to his making any very violent 
personal attachments among his fel- 
lows, though all held him in respect. 


The expression of Mr. Day's face al- 


ways impresses first observers with the 
notion of melancholy, and it is not till 
after acquaintance has ripened pret- 
ty well that the dry, quaint humor 
behind the solemn expression peeps out 
here and there. On the class day of 
the class of 1870, to which Day be- 
longed, "the '-prophet" read a poetical 
forecast of the careers of the several 
graduates elect, in which these lines 
occurred: 
Day is a dismal undertaker, drives a 
rushing trade, 


And also drives a solemn hearse, keeps 


coffins ready made; 


He advertises to look sad and wsep—him- 
self, at least— 


And furnish mourners if required at just 
six bits apiece. 


He keeps a mining engineer to scoop the 
narrow graves; 


The scooping is the pleasant part that Mr. 
Waters plays. 


It might have been the painful duty 


of his biographers to record Day's fail- 
ure to get through college. In mathe- 
matics he was, if not a dull scholar, at 
least a most uninterested one. He 
would overcome his difficulties by dog- 
ged hard work,.but it was always a 
hateful task, and he made no secret of 
the fact. He did manage to get 
through, and with a reasonable stand- 
ing on this line of study, though, an- 
other affair threatened for awhile his 
chance of graduation. 


It appears that while he was a senior 


a group of members of his class got 
up a burlesque on the programme of 
the junior exhibition. Such publications 
were against the rules of the univer- 
sity, and offenders were often severely 
punished. On this occasion the faculty 
made a searching investigation, finally 
rounding up a lot of the young fellows 
and putting, them through a fire of 
questions and cross questions, after- 
ward retiring to a private room to dis- 
cuss the results and formulate a judg- 
ment Somebody—tradition has it that 
Day was the man—suggested that the 
student "suspects" should bore a hole 
through the floor of the apartment in 
which the faculty conference was to 
be held. This was done; the entire pro- 
ceedings were noted down by hidden 
eavesdroppers, a burlesque on the 
meeting was prepared, and the profes- 
sors were actually put into so ridicu- 
lous a light that to "save their own 
faces they dropped the whole matter. 
This direct manner of procuring infor- 
mation doubtless was only a forerun- 
ner of the tactics employed nearly thir- 
ty years later in Washington, in the 
case of Dupuy de Lome and tbe fatal 
letter.

Milk e* a. Factor In Beef Production 


The milk producers of today do no 


depend on beef cattle for milk produc 
tion, says Professor C. P. Curtiss 01 
Iowa. The general impression is thai 
,beef production and milk production 
are antagonistic and that a man who 
wishes to produce milk must, like the 
traveler at the branching of the road 
take a different direction and entirely 
•losa sight of the ether. Milk giving is 
one of tbe characteristics of the bee) 
breed which I believe to be inherent 
and essential for the best results in 
.producing beef cattle not for the pro- 
.duction of milk for the sake of milk, 
.but for the production of beef to the 
ihighest utility and profit. This is con- 
trary to prevailing opinion on this sub- 
ject, which is that the man who wishes 
to produce beef had better do it with 
animals that have no tendency to milk 
ll baliere that milk production is essen- 
tial to the highest degree of excellence 
in the beef animal, to the reproductive 
powers of the animal.

Cornstalks n* Feed. 


• Cornstalks that are free from smut 
_and which were cut up as soon as corn 
'was glazed and well shocked and 
.which have not bleached out badly iii 
'rain and sun make good, safe rough 
feed for horses or cattle if cut up fine- 
ly. Of course they must have proper 
[nitrogenous grain feed with them. 
.Stalks that were cut up late and which 
are badly weather beaten have little 
nutrition in them. They are apt to 
jcause indigestion, as a horse must eat 
jtoo much to get a little. This is partic- 
iularly true of stalks in the west that 
.have stood in the field uncut and which 
'are pastured off. Even steers suffer 
.sometimes from eating these.

In the old raining days in Nevada I 


had while working at Crow Valley a 
tcutinate and partner named Jolm 
Griggs. He was an honest. Intelligent 
man, aud our friendship was a strong, 
one. 
Ouy June day Griggs was killed 


by a premature blast. He was dead 
before any one reached him, but we 
could see how his death had been 
brought about. 


Four weeks after the accident anfl 


funeral the men who were working a 
claim at the edge of the hill on which 
Griggs' grave had been dug acciden- 
tally exploded several pounds of pow- 
der.

as day. I lay on my side, facing out, 
and the first object my eyes rested up- 
on was the familiar form of John 
Griggs. He sat on a box reading one 
of his books, aud for a moment I for- 
£ot that he was dead and buried. He 
was dressed in his working clothes, as 
on the day he was killed, and the hand 
which held the book had one finger 
wrapped up iu a rag. just as I had 
wrapped it three days before his death 
to heal a cut accidentally inflicted. 


1 repeat that it was a full minute be- 


fore it flashed upon ine that Griggs 
was a dead man, and then I uttered a 
veil which aroused half the camp and 
•oiled, off my bunk and rushed out- 
doors. In three or four minutes 1 had 
hirty men around ine making inquiries, 
but I was so upset that I could only 
point to the tent and whisper Griggs' 
name. The crowd'moved forward and 
nvestigated. The man I saw had dis- 
ppeared. and I was unmercifully guyed 
'or having an attack of nightmare. 
A month later, as soon as I could do 


so without exciting ridicule. I left the 
diggings aud went to Bald Eagle Gulch, 
fifty miles away. There were about 
seventy men on the ground, and I was 
a stranger to all. I staked out a claim, 
rat up my tent and was soon a resi- 
dent of the gulch. 
One night about 


he middle of September, having gone 
o bed earlier than usual on account of 
not feeling well, I was aroused at ex- 
actly half an hour after midnight by 
some one speaking my name. I say 
hat I heard a voice call me by name, 
but I can't offer you any proof. The 
nstant 1 opened my eyes I saw John 
Griggs. I saw him just as plainly as I 
ever saw a living human being, but. 
inly for a few seconds. Tbeu he faded 
away and was gone. and. though terri- 
'ly rattled, I had not cried out 
After a few minutes, when 1 got 
ome of my nerve back, I rose and 
ressed and walked out. There was a 
ight in the tent next to mine on the 
ight liut all the others were dark. I 
walked down to the creek, thirty rods 
away, and had just reached it when 
here came a sudden Hash and a ter- 
ific report, and I thought the whole 
diggings had been blown skyward.

vas a powder explosion in the tent 
icxt to mine. 
Six tents were swept 


.way by that terrific blast, ami four 
men were killed and six others more 
r less injured. Of the two men m the 
ent with tbe powder we fouua only 
ragments. 
It is my firm belief that John Griggs 
ppeared that night to warn me of the 
anger which menaced.

You remember the awful railroad dis- 
ster at Ashtabula, O.?
